E. 
Sherrick, who was Thursday deposed 
from the office of auditor of state at 
the instance of Governor Manly, who 
alleged that Sherrick was u liable to 
make an accounting for $H5,CoO of 
Ute state’s money in his charge, and 
who was later placed under arrest on 
a formal charge of embezzlement, gave 
bond in the police court yesterday af­ 
ternoon in the sum of $15,000, to await 
the action of the grand jury. 
The 
bond held fifteen signatures, among 
them being those 
of some of the 
wealthiest and best known men in the 
slate. 
W arren Bigler of Wabash, who was 
appointed by the governor to fill Sher- 
rick’s unexpired term of office, entered 
upon his official duties yesterday af­ 
ternoon. 
He retained Sherlck’s for­ 
mer deputies. 
“There will he a thor­ 
ough investigation in all departments 
of the auditor's office,” sai^lU gler. 
Charles W. Miller, attorney general, 
following a conference with the gov­ 
ernor, said that the business of the 
state now was to realize on as much 
of the securities submitted as possi­ 
ble. 
"We shall proceed to collect the 
money due the state as soon as it can 
he done consistently with good busi­ 
ness policy, 
said Mr. Miller. 
He 
would not give any estimate as to the 
probable value ot the securities sub­ 
mitted by Hherrlek, 
though it was 
known that he and the governor made 
an estimate. 
It is understood, how­ 
ever, that it is estimated that about 
$ IOO.non will he realized from the se­ 
curities. 
Grand Jury Will Act. 
“The present session of the Marion 
county grand jury, which was to have j 
'ended this week, will be continued 
through next week for the investiga­ 
tion of the ease of David KL Sherrick. 
The grand jury will also he asked to 
investigate the chargee of forgery in 
tho case of the W. S. Wick and notes.”

Mr Sherrick is hitter against the 
act iou taken by Governor Manly, bo 
cause he says the governor has broker, 
faith with him. 
“I intend to make a detailed state- i 
ment of my case to the public imme-1 
distil?, and when I do make that \ 
state: tent it will contain facts that 
will show that I have been malicious­ 
ly persecuted by Governor Manly, and 
that he is trying to make a grandstand 
play for his own political ends." he is 
quoted as saying. 
“The fact that I was about to make 
good every ct it that is alleged to he 
short caused Mr. Manly to take the 
action that he did,” Mr. Sherrick con­ 
tinued. 
“There is stir* athing like a sensa­ 
tion to be sprung. I assure you. All of 
the state officers who bandle state 
funds were given till Oct. 4 to make 
their reports. 
I, of all of them, was 
singled out and told --*at I must have 
mine in by Sept. 15. 
I immediately 
prepared to get ray business straight­ 
ened up, and Lad every cent provided 
for to be collected. 
Mr. Manly heard 
that I was going to be able to make 
good and closed down on me one day 
before the time allotted me. 
T’nder 
the circumstances I was unable to 
meet the demand. 
I had arranged for 
the money and told my friends that 
I would not need it before the 15th. 
When the order vacating my office was 
received I could do nothing but accept 
the order. 
"The governor is trying to make a 


hit, and he is doing it at the expense 
of a poor fellow man. He knew that I 
would be able to make good. He kn**w 
that if I did make good he could not 
create the sensation in his favor that 
he hoped to make. 
The only thing 
left for him to do was to pounce down 
on me In an unfortunate moment and 
persecute me for his own political 
gain. 
“Mr. Manly will be shown his mis­ 
take, though. 
I propose to show the 
public that I am not a black criminal, 
and I also propose to show that all of 
this reform movement with the* gov­ 
ernor is not for the love of law and 
order, but primarily for hts own gain. 
I will make Manly eat his words, or 
force him to 
put me !u a position 
where the facts will be made known.” 
Victim of Generosity.

Side Lig ht o n New Yo rk Life’« 
Financial Operatio ns, 


Big Co ntributio n to the Republican 
Campaig n Fund Rev ealed Under 
Search Lig ht. 


New 
York, Sep t. 
16.—George W. 
Perkins, m em ber of the firm of J. P. 
Morgan St Co., and first v ice p resident 
oi the New York Life Insurance com ­ 
p any, was the sta r w itness at yester­ 
day’s session of the sp ecial legislativ e 
com m ittee p robing life insurance com­ 
p anies’ methods, and his testim ony 
was rep lete with rev elations in the 
dev elop m ent of finance as ap p lied by 
insurance com p anies. 
Mr. Perkins was first called Just 
p rev ious to the hour for luncheon. He 
resumed im m ediately after the recess 
and was on the stand when adjourn 
ment was taken for the day. 
The 
climax of the day cam e when Mr. Per 
kins was asked cv mcernlng an entry 
of $48,702 in a ledger m arked “Ordered 
Paid by the P resident.” 
Mr. 
Ran 
dolp h, treasurer of the New York Life, 
who had been on the stand earlier 
in the day, had been snarp ly question­ 
ed as to the p urp ort of this entry, but 
he was unable 
to exp lain it. 
He 
thought no one excep t the p resident 
could. 
Mr. P erkins had been called 
to testify as to some other tran sac­ 
tions. and, after a recess, he was asked 
to p roduce the check. 
It was made 
out p ayable to J. P. Morgan & Co., and 
Mr. Perkins frankly stated it was a 
contribution to the national Rep ubli 
can cam p aign com m ittee and had been 
p aid to Cornelius 
Bliss. 
Mr. P er­ 
kins said: 
“This 
p aym ent 
was 
m ade 
af. ;r 
v ery careful deliberation, 
b cm t not 
be considered an_ordinary contribution 
to the cam p aign fund. 
It was p aid 
because we felt that the assets of the 
New York Life Insurance comp any 
would be Jeop ardized by a D em ocratic 
success.” 
Mr. Perkins said contributions were 
also made in 1900 and in 1896. 
As an 
illustration, w itness said the first con­ 
tribution made was in 1896. by P resi­ 
dent McCall, who ts a Democrat. 
“He contributed to the M cKinley 
cam p aign fund and v oted for McKin­ 
ley because he felt it was in the best 
interests of the p olicyholders of his 
com p any.” 
This bomb caused a m urm ur of con­ 
v ersation about tho room, which had 
become 
p acked 
with 
sp ectators. 
Standing room was at a p remium , and 
ev eryone bent forw ard to catch the 
testim ony. 
This was hardly neces­ 
sary. for Mr. Perkins sp oke distinctly 
in a v ery audible v oice. 
He p aced the 
small p latform up on which the w it­ 
ness chair is p laced, just before tho 
com m ittee’s rostrum , and accom p anied 
his 
exp lanations 
with 
earnest 
ges­ 
tures, oftentim es suggesting questions 
to the counsel. 
P ursuing the check Inquiry’ further, 
Mr. Hughes brought out that this ex­ 
p enditure was nev er brought to the 
attention of the finance com m ittee, 
the w itness term ing it a “p urely ex­ 
ecutiv e action ’* 
It 
was charged 
against cash on the books of the H an­ 
ov er Bank office or financial dep art­ 
ment. 
The w itness did not know 
against what account the other con­ 
tributions were made, but he would 
furnish data.

$800.000. and Mr, Perkins rep lied: 
“I am glad that you brought that 
m atter up .
